Carl Christine and John Barnakel, fire- 
men, were so seriously injured that sur- 
geons attending them despaired of their 
lives. Christine was reported dying be- 
fore he was transferred with the others 
who were injured to Jefferson City. P. 
C. Leve, another mail clerk, was re- 
ported dead, but this was not verified. 
‘First reports stated that Barnakel was 
among the dead, but he was alive when 
taken from the wreck. 

The collision, according to a state- 
ment of the railroad officials, was due 
to an error in orders given by Train Dis- 
patcher Roach at Sedalia. He had or- 
dered No. 11, westbound, to meet No. 1%, 
eastbound, at Tipton, Mo., and later or- 
dered No. 12 to meet No. ll at McGirk’s 
Station. There is a difference of 10 miles 
between the two places. The block 
signal operators at California and Mc- 
Girk’s permitted the two trains to get 
within the same block. 


Travelling at 60 Miles an mous 
The trains rammed into each other 


with terrific force while traveling at a 
rate of speed estimated at 60 miles an 
hour. The impact was so great that 
- the engines reared on their back trucks 
and were telescoped by the baggage 
cars behind them. One mall coach was 
burned. The collision occurred near a 
sharp curve just west of McGirk’s. 

The trains, alike in makeup, had three 
steel mail cars, a chair car, a diner 
and four sleeping coaches each. 

About 30 passengers asleep in Pull- 
man berths were tossed Into the aisles, 
but all escaped serious injury. They 
were cut and bruised, but were able to 
continue the trip to Jefferson City on 
the relief train. There were about 100 
passengers on both trains. 

F, E. Wright, a baggageman, of 6428 
Old Manchester road, was in the car 
in which Neal, the negro porter, was 
burned to death. He was injured about 
the back and hips and was scalded.

PASSENGER TELLS 
OF WRONG ORDER 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 27.—U. G. 
Crandalr, member of the St. Joseph 
Police Board who was coming to Jef- 
ferson City, on the Missouri Pacific 
train which was in a wreck today, to 
see Gov. Major, saw copies of the 
train orders which caused the wreck. 

Carl Christine, fireman on No. 12, 
on which Crandall was riding, car- 
ried in his pocket an order to meet 
train No. 11 at McGirk. Barnakel. 
the other fireman, had the copy of 
an order directing No. 11 to meet No. 
12 at California. This caused the 
wreck. 

It was stated here that No. 11 laid 
at McGirk about three minutes, then 
received orders to meet No. 12 at 
California. s - 

Crandall, who was sitting. with a fel- 
ow traveler in the smoking compartment 
of the rear Pullman of the eastbound 
train, said: 

“We were clipping off, I think, about 
fifty or sixty miles an hour when the 
collision occurred. 

“I was riding backward and when the 
crash occurred I was jammed into the 
cushions and almost knocked breathless. 
At the same time the man facing me and 
the heavy chair in which he was sitting 
were hurled across the little room 
against my knees. 

“Passengers tumbled from their berths 
in great confusion, inquiring anxiously 
the cause of the trouble. 

“The impact with which the engines 
came together was terrific. When the 
engines hit it seemed as if we had col- 
lided with a stone wall! This was fol- 
lowed by a violent rebound, which was 
almost as bad as the collision. After 
the first rebound the engines apparently 
came together again, then jerked back- 
ward and forward several] times before 
the cars became quiet. 

“None of the cars of No. 12 left the 
track. The heavy steel mai! car in 
which the clerk was killed, telegcoped 
the tender of the engine. The windows 
of several of the other cars were shat- 
tered. Only one car on train No. ll 
was destroyed, that being a deadhead 
baggage car in which the negro porter, 
Frank Neal, was riding. That was torn 
into splinters. 

“Some idea of the speed at which the 
two trains were running can be given 
when I say that the cylinder-head of 
one engine was thrown 100 yards, and 
buried in the earth. 

“I saw the passengers of the west- 
bound train, and saw that several of 
them were bleeding about the face. One 
woman had a cut under her eye, another 
man a cut on the head. I found Chris- 
tine, the fireman on our train, wander- 
ing about the field. He was apparently 
Oased. By examination I found his arm 
was broken. Otherwise. he was unhurt.”

After Senator Wilson had asked many 
questions to get some light on why girls 
refuse to work in homes where he de- 
Cclared they would be better off physical- 
ly and financially, Miss Bulkley volun- 
teered to make an explanation. She 
said there is no atmosphere of freedom 
for the girl working as a domestic, that 
she has no affection bestowed upon her. 
that she is under the domination of the 
woman of the house from one week to 
another, and that she occupies the low- 
“8st position in the social scale. 

Miss Bulkley took up the discussion 
ef the subject after Miss Quick, reply- 
ing to a question by Senator Wilson, 
said sharply: 

“Please don’t talk domestic service to 
me. It gets on my nerves.” 

“If the 800 girls in your trades organ- 
ization were married, would they object 
to doing their own domestic work?” 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter asked Miss 
Quick. 

Work itn Own Home Different. 

“They would be working in their own 
homes,’’ Mrs. Spraggon answered, be- 
fore Miss Quick had an opportunity. 
“That is quite a different matter.’’ 

“Whom do you prefer as a boss—a 
min or a woman?” Painter asked Mrs. 
Srraggon. 

“When I was working I never recog- 
nized a boss,’’ she said. “I had no 
choice between working for a man and 
woman employer.’’ 

Mrs. Spraggon said she had employed 
maids in her own home, and treated 
them as a member of the family, but 
she declared that this rule is not gener- 
ally followed, 

“There is the same sort of a class dis- 
tinction between a maid and stenog- 
rapher as there is between a bricklayer 
and a lawyer,” said Mrs. Spraggin. 

Senator Wilson insisted that up where 
he lived the bricklayer is just as well 
thought of as the lawyer, and often 
makes more money. 

Maids Reapected in Small Cities. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Painter 
and Wilson said that the girls who work 
in homes in Carrollton, where Painter 
lives, and Platte City, where. Wilson 
lives, usually marry well and succeed 
in their own homes because they have 
had good training while working as do- 
mestics.

Monday, when Mrs. McCutcheon re- 
turned home after spending tlhe day 
a divorce court. Her brother, Georg: 
Fritz, had obtained a divorce. 


and the quarrel began when Mrs. Mc- 
Cutcheon asked her husband to tele- 
phone to Fritz and invite him to their 
home for a supper to celebrate the di- 
vorce. 

She Had Lost $50 on Car. 

At the hospital Tuesday, 
said he refused to telephone to his broth- 
er-in-law, and asked his wife what 
caused her to be so late in returning 
home. He said she told him she had 
bbeen celebrating her brother’s divorce, 
and lost her purse containing $60, on a 
street car. 

In the quarrel that followed, McCutch- 
con said, he threatened to leave home. 
Mrs. McCutcheon went into another 
room, and, returning with a revolver, 
shot her husband as he was stirring the 
tire in the kitchen range. 

McCutcheon dropped to his knees and 
crawled toward his wife as she con- 
tinued to shoot. He took the revolver 
from her. and started to the telephone 
to call the police, but she got there first.

Cutcheon at the hospital. 

Mrs. McCutchedn was arrested and 
released on an $800 common law bond. 

She told the police that she shot her 
husband because he threatened to leave, 
afier refusing to telephone to her broth- 
er.

One Bullet Aimed: at Escaping 
Prisoner Finds Lodgment 1 
Door of Juvenile Court. 


Norvell Crutchfield, a negro, made 


a break for liberty from the cage in 
the rear of Judge Miller’s division of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, Tues- 
day. Deputy Sheriff McCann pursued 
him through the basement of the Muni- 
cipal Courts Building. firing at him. A 
crowd of several hundred followed the 
fugitive and the deputy to Clark avenue 
and lourteenth street, where Policeman 
Meinhardt jumped from a Bellefontaine 
car and captured the negro. 

Crutchfield was awaiting arraignment 
on a charge of assault and battery. As 
McCann opened the cage door and 
called to him to come out he made a 
rush, pushed McCann aside and plunged 
down a stairway to the basement. Mc- 
Cann ran after him through the corri- 
dors, firing as he ran, to the peril of. 
clerks who rushed out of the Board of 
Health offices and persons who were 
entering the building through the base- 
ment doors. , 

One shot was fired as the negro was 
passing the entrance to the Juvenile 
Court room and the bullet was imbedded 
in the door frame. 

Crutchfield ran through one of the 
Fourteenth street doors and toward 
Clark: avenue. McCann fired another 
shot at him. By that time a crowd had 
joined in the pursuit. 

Policeman Meinhardt, who was on a 
northbound Bellefontaine car, saw the 
negro running and the crowd following. 
He dropped from the car and headed 
the negro off. 

Crutchfield thought the crowd meant 
to harm him and begged the policeman 
to protect him. He was taken back to 
the cage and was arraigned shortly 
afterward. He pleaded not guilty to, 
the assault and battery charge. 

Deputy sheriffs complain that the fa- 
eflities for getting prisoners from the 
cage to the courtroom are poor and 
say that there should be a locked door 
on the stairway leading to the basement.

The declining tendency of the com- 
pany’s shares resulted in an abrupt 
slump today, when the 5 per cent 
bonds of the company dropped from 
65% to 61144 and the 4 per cent bonds re- 
ceded to 6, against a closing price 
Monday night of 69. 

Preferred Stock Slumps. 

The second preferred stock declined 
to $9 a share and the common sold down 
to $5.50. The common stock at one time 
sold as high as $80 a share. The first 
preferred, which sold at $9 a share a 
year ago, is quoted at $30.

Riis said he be- | 
came acouainted with Roosevelt  br- 
cause of their mutual interest in the 
welfare of the poorer classes of New 
York. 

“I made him my brother,” said Riis. 
“For days and ‘nights we walked the 
streets together, watching whether the 
police were on duty and looking into 
the condition of those desperate tene- 
ment houses.’’ 

The same degree of friendship con- 
tinued after Col. Roosevelt became Pres- 
ident. 

“During the 15 years you have known 
Mr. Roosevelt, did you ever see him 
under the influence of liquor?’’ 

“Oh, Lord, no,” replied Riis. 

“The statement that he is a free user 
of liquor is a lie. I have seen this man 
under the greatest stress and never have 
seen him resort to lquor.” 

. “Is he a blasphemous man?” 

“No, he is a gentleman.”’ 

" ‘Presumed to Be Gentleman. 

Argument followed between counsel as 
to whether it was competent ‘for wit- 
nesses to testify whether Col. Roosevelt 
Was a gentleman.”’ 

The Court sustained an objection that 
‘the law presumed the plaintiff was a 
gentleman. When cross-examined, Riis 
was asked whether his work as a writer 
took him out of politics.’’

‘But if the refer- 
endum is a good thing, manifestly the 
results of a popular vote should be 
properly respected. Sucn respect will 
not be shown if almost as soon as the 
outcome of last year’s vote upon this 
subject has been announced, exactly the 
same proposal be immediately 
mitted without a single new feature or 
argument to support it. Such action by 
the Legislature can have but one ten- 
dency—that of speedily bringing the 
principle of the referendum into disre- 
pute. I do not consider that enactment 
of this bill, providing, as it does, for 
a vote next year, is consistent with the

‘Why They Finé Their Feet. 

Mrs. Frank de Garmo of €186 Washing- 
ton avenue, who is conducting the ex 
periments, has a theory te explain the 
readiness with which the babies find 
their feet and the comparative diffi- 
culty with which they find their ears. 

From earlies infancy the principal di- 
version of a baby jis the contemplation 
of his feet. He has nothing to do but 
lie on his back and look at his toes. 
They are always visible. The ears, on 
the contrary, are always out of sight. 

Until the child gets his first giimpse 
of himself in a mirror he does not 
know that he has ears. Therefore, the 
process of definitely locating the ears 
is much slower than that of locating 
feet. ‘Those babies. who most readily 
find their ears are given a high rat- 
ing in Mrs. de Garmo’s mental tests. 


Sixty Babies Examined. 

Another experiment to determine in- 
fant intelligence is being made in select- 
ing the entries for the baby show. A 
box containing a red, green and yellow 
ball is placed before the baby. Mrz 
de Garmo says the most intelligent chil- 
dren invariably grab the red ball. In 
later tests children between 28 and 4 
years old will be asked to distinguis.: 
the three colors. 

More’ than 100 children were taken 
to the hospital by' mothers and fond 
grandmothers when the first tests were

babies were éxamined as to their in- 
tellectual and physical qualifications 
and only two were rejected, one because 
it has eross-eyes and the other be- 
cause of ‘a’ cough.

Amused by Warning. 
The letter seemed to amuse Wand- 


gchneider, in view of the fact that he 
had been summoned to America to erec: 
@ monument to three German-American 
_ Rewspaper men and had'‘chosen ‘‘Naked 
Truth” for the design.

What is the source of the enormous sums of 
money President Wilson se>s are being expended 
to maintain a powerful lobby in Washington and 
to create the impressior that the people are op- 
posed te tariff reduction?

Are any of the organized ben’ ficiaries of protec- 
tion suffering? Billions pave been made out cf 
tariff privileges and monopoly. The wealth ac- 
cumulated through privilege is the greates: men- 
ace to the country. Its menace is demonstrated 
in this insidious conspiracy to maintain privi- 
lege and to control government in its interest, 

It is true, as President Wilson says, that the 
“people have no lobby and are voiceless in these 
matters,” but they have representatives in Wash- 
ington who.are pledged to serve their interest. 
They can make themselves heard. They can 
voice their opinions to their Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. They can hold up the hands of their 
President who is engaged in a desperate \battle 
with privilege. 

The President is only the arm of the people. 
He is doing his duty in exposing the conspiracy 
to defeat the popular will, but the people must 
sustain him. He is powerless without the force of 
public opinion which he himself says “can check 
and destroy” the conspiracy. 

The force of this all powerful public opinion 
should be felt in Washington. The people should 
make their will known to their servants in Con- 
gress. They should insist upon the execution of 
the mandate they have given them. 
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President Wilson has selected the right medi- 
cine for lobbyists—publicity. 
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WANDSCHNEIDER’S HARD LINES. 

Sculptor Wandschneider is entitled to sympathy. 
Naturally relying on the positive statement of the 
chairman of the Award Committee that his de- 
sign for the Preetorius-Schurz-Daenzer memorial 
had been accepted, he crossed the ocean. He finds 
on arrival that his design had not been accepted 
because the committee -of award had exceeded its 
power, and that objections are urged against his 
design which would never occur to an artist— 
at least, a European artis«¢. 

Mr. Wandschneider is a sculptor of genius and 

distinction. His sculptures have received approval 
of artists, critics, connoisseurs and the public in 
Europe. They have been accepted by the wighest 
European authorities in art. In this work he con- 
ceived and wrought out with intelligent skill a 
significant, dignified, beautiful design. Mr. Wand- 
schneider proved his genius by embodying his 
ideas in striking symbolism which appeals to un- 
derstanding and represents the universal and eter- 
nal. He avoided the multiplying of commonplace 
figures. He did not know that the committee 
award was merely a committee of recom- 
mendation. He did not know that the sym- 
bolic undraped figure of a woman would shock 
art committeemen, even sculptor competitors in 
America. How could he? They dot and adorn 
the public squares, parks and galleries of 
Europe. He probably did not dream that some 
sculptors in America have a habit of denouncing 
awards and condemning the works of their fel- 
low artists who win competitions against them. \ 
Mr. Wandschneider is in hard lines. He has 
had a touch of the chilling puritanical atmos- 
phere of America and of the experience which 
has made the. progress of art in this country a 
bitter struggle to many aspiring artists. The 
sympathy of all who love art and appreciate gen- 
ius goes out to him. 
If St. Louis is so unfortunat- as to lose this su- 
perb work of art, signifying the mission of journal- 
ism, the gift of Germany to, America and the links 
that bind together the two nations, we hope that 
it will find a place somewhere in the United 
States. P

The lines laid down for the conduct of the Mis- 
sourl inquiry promises usefulness in making 
known the extent of this heterodoxy in works on 
the part of the orthodox in faith. It will not,

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‘The way to new legislation may be pointed by 
the inquiry. Its most valuable service, however, 
will be rendered in the great remedial agent of 
publicity, in acquainting the one-half of the world 
with how the other half lives, in enabling those 
who may have drifted unconsciously into the new 
heresy to realize their true positior. Public sen- 
timent has ordeals which the heretics to the Gold- 
en Rule will not long withstand.

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STORE STOCKS IN COUNTRY TOWNS.

Certificates for Women Workers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcr. 

Having read with interest the proceedings of 
Women’s Wage Senatorial Investigation Commit- 
tee I would lke to submit to your readers an 
idea which if made a law would help a great 
number of girls to have more of the necessities 
of life than they now have. It is this—a law 
should be passed making it compulsory for every 
girl or woman who works to have a certificate 
showing that it is absolutely necessary that they 
work to sustain themselves or those dependent 
upon them. This would do away with those who 
work merely for pin money or for better clothes 
than their parents wish to provide for them. This 
is to some extent, a cause of low wages, for 
these workers, can of course afford to work for 
less than is necessary to live on and so bring 
down the wage of all, causing suffering to the 
person entirely dependent on herself. These you 
will find more in the offices and stores than in 
factories, taking the positions away from those 
who need them, for the reason that they will 
work for less than is necessary to live on and 
spend this on dress or amusements. 

We have a law making it compulsory for the 
working child to have a certificate of this kind— 
why not protect our girls as well. We should 
keep as many of our girls as possible at home 
and at the same time make it easier for those 
who of necessity must toil. Some persons of in- 
fluence should take up this question in conjunc- 
tion with the minimum wage law.

Need of a Subway. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Iam an admirer of the gentlemen in charge of 
the operating department of the United Railways, 
and it seems to me they are doing just about as 
well as anybody could with a surface system in a 
city of this size, but for anyone to say we are get- 
ting the service we ought to have is piffle. What 
we need is a subway. More cars will not do it, for 
when you block one car you block all of them. It 
is impossible to run faster because there are too 
many vehicles in the way. We must have some re- 
lief that will take a good share of the cars off the 
streets, and that will not be subject to interrup- 
tions from wagon traffic. 

It now takes 45 minutes to get from Fourth 
street to University City and 45 minutes twice a 
day is all anyone can afford to allot to street car 
riding, to put it mildly; and no surface system 
can put one out there quicker. In other words, we 
are either to have a subway or we must quit 
spreading out and continue to tend toward dwell- 
ing in skyscrapers. It is a rather convincing com- 
mentary on the inadequacy of our service that a 
large share of the new dwellings going up now 
clear out to our city Hmits are three and four 
story apartments. 

St. Louis already has @ denser population than 
any other city in the West. There are 2000 more 
people per square mile here than in Chicago. Peo- 
ple have a right to be able to utilize the beautiful 
country surrounding St. Louis by living in it with- 
out spending ridiculous periods getting back and 
forth.

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SURPASSES THE PANAMA JOB. 
From the Engineering News. 

The biggest job ever handed out 
by Congress is not the Panama Canal, 
as most people believe, but the rail- 
way valuation act, which is now law 
and actively under way. This huge task 
involves a larger amount of engineering 
work and a larger outlay of money 
for engineering services than the 
great job at the Isthmus. 

This immense task is to be done un- 
der the general supervision:sof the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, who 
is authorized to employ such experts 
as are deemed necessary. It has been 
unofficially stated that no less than 
20,000 applications were received for 
positions, and that all subordinate 
positions are to be filled through civil 
service examinations. The Commis- 
sioners have already announced the 
appointment of five engineers, who 
will have charge of the organization 
of the staff and later have the direc- 
tion of the field and office work. 

HIGH LIVING COST AT GIRARD. 
From the Philadelphia Ledger. 

It cost $11.84 more to clothe each boy 
in Girard College last year than it did in 
1911. It also cost $5.86 more to feed each 
boy in 1912 than in the preceding year. 
In an institution where everything is 
done in a highly scientific way, and 
where all the buying may be said to be 
done wholesale, since there are nearly 
1500 students, the absolute necessities— 
food and clothing—advanced $17.70 per 
capita in a twelvemonth. 

Multiply this cost of caring for the 
bodily wants of one lad by five, and 
you arrive at the added outlay for an 
average family last year. It will be seen 
that the constantly reiterated tales of 
the higher cost of living were founded 
on hard, money facts. 

For the total support and education 
of each of Girard’s many heirs-at-law

Appropriation Bill Will Be 
Passed by Council Tuesday 
and Certified at Once, 


The general appropriation bill, carry- 
ing the salaries of 5000 city employes, 
will be passed by the Council] Tuesday 
afternoon, and certified at once to 
Comptroller Player. Treasurer Menne 
will pay the 800 Fire Department em- 
ployes Wednesday, and the clerks at the 
city hall, Street Department laborers, 
Judges of the Circuit Court, police 
courts and the forces in the eleemoys- 
nary and penal institutions Thursday. In 
these two days about $1,000,000 will be 
handed to municipal workers, who have 
been without pay since April 1. 

Passage of the appropriation bill by 
the House of Delegates Monday after- 
noon followed the final defeat of the 
Democratic House leader’s plan to 
adopt the tax increase bill over the 
Mayor’s veto. The vote on the bill, 
which was brought before the House a 
second time on a@ motion to reconsider, 
was 16 ayes and 11 noes, or three short 
of the necessary two-thirds majority. 

#300,000 Improvement Held Up. 

Defeat of the bill means the current 
tax rate of $2.22 on the $100 valuation 
will stand for another year and that 
public improvements aggregating $300,000 
will be held up indefinitely for lack of 
money to carry them out. 

Comptroller Player and Mayor Kiel 
favored a rate of $2.25 to provide for 
important public work, but the House 
and Council, after the Mayor vetoed the 
$2.36 bill, refused to consider the ad- 
ministration measure. The purpose of 
the larger increase was to provide funds 
for building the upper deck and wagon 
approaches of the free bridge. The bill 
was passed by both branches of the 
Assembly and sent to Mayor Kiel, wh» 
vetoed it on the ground that the peopla 
had not had an opportunity to vote on 
a bond issue for the completion of the 
whole bridge. _ 

Should the voters reject a bond issue, 
the Mayor says he will favor a heavy 
tax increase next year to finish the 
bridge. 

On the advice of Comptroller Player 
and Street Commissioner Talbert; the 
following reductions were made in the 
general appropriation bill to avoid a de- 
ficit: 

The abandonment of municipal ash 
hauling. The appropriation of $100,000 for 
thig purpose has been cut to $22,800, only 
enough to clean up the last fiscal year’s 
bills and to conduct the municipal 
“clean-up week,’’ June 2 to 7. 

Work on the Gravois avenue public 
sewer estimated to cost $35,000, will be 
abandoned.
